firoughout the United States. 

On and after Lent lii I'tlT, at 
intervals of two year.^, the Aiiurican 
Archbishops will indicate to their 
Metropolitan tlie prie.'<t.-< wliniii tliey 
think suitable candidate.^ for vacant 
Bishoprics, even should these not 
belong to their dioceses. The two 
easentials are entire softability of 
the candidates and dew secrecy as 
t/o the reports on their strttabillty. 
Before they are proposed to the 
iCetropolltan the biglier prelates in 
each diocese will, under a vow of 
secrecy, be convened by their Bishop 
to consider the most suitable priests 
for oaaidldBtes to vacant sees. 
Btrtiops are asked not to think 
theniselves bound to support anyone 
candidate merely because he has 
been proposed, but to act entirely 
upon til" lictates of their own 

ronsciciicir . 

Thi All), bishops must make out 
liats ol caudidates proposed by the 
0MioplMMid make tiierovgii. tboogh 
dlMpIy secret. Inquiries aboii:t those 
yriests on the lisU snbmlttad. After 
Outer the American ArchbltfiopB 
wUl conrene their Bishops, secretly 
iutd without ostentation, and with- 
out making any statements to news- 
paper men either before, during or 
after the meetinps as to res'ilts of 
the secret conference. At tliis con- 
■»<mtion all present mu.^t take the 
oath of secrecy. A secretaiy will 
be elected from among the Bishops 
piescnt and the candidates will be 
tully diBcus.sed. 

The Pope makes the condition 
that these candidates be of a ripe 
age, good administrators, strictly 
oithodox, well educated, pious, 
aealous, honest and ver>' devoted to 
the Holy See. The convention will 
•close by a secret ballot and the 
names of the candidates who have 
obtained the greatest number of 
votes will be reballoted till one 
wlnnluK candidate Is obtainetl. His 
.name will be lorwurded to the I'ope. 
who reserves to himself the right of 
rejection. The minutes of the meet- 
ing will be sent to the Apostolic 
Delegate at Washington, wlio will 
In turn send It to the Congregation 
■oi the Consistory at Rome. The 
minutes, which remain with the 
American Arotaibishop, shall be kept 
tn a secret archire and destroyed 
after a year, or during that year 
■even, if there be any danger of In- 
discretion. In addition, the Pope 
exhorts ea<li Anhiican IJishop to 
make his own propositions to the 
Holy Father when an American 
dio<;eae becomes vacant. 

The Pope lias «iven another 
proof of Ills belief in the power Of 
fbe press. The Vatican, thanks to 
his initiative, has bought over the 
old Catholic Press Company, known 
as the SooieU EMitrioe Romane. 
and the many metropolitan and pro- 
«lB«iaI papers formerly owned by 
them will now be under direct Vati- 
can man««em^nt. They include the 
•Corrlere d'ltalia of Rome, the 
Italia of Milan, the Avvenire of 
Florence and many others. Hitherto 
th^ only Honian paper which was 
an interpretation of Vatican 
thought has been the Osservatore 
Romano, founded fifty-six years 
ago. The Pope has contributed a 
large sum of money to tihe enter- 
prise and henceforth the trust will 
be known as the lUUan Editorial 
Union. The watchword Is to be 
"Patriotism and Catholicism." They 
aay that His HoUness has great 
hopes in his newest venture.

By the death of Dr. Peter S. 
Oanz. which occurred early Satur- 
day morning at his residence, '1442 
South Sixth street, this city and 
the church suffer a distinct loss. 
Dr. Ganz's life was a phining ex- 
ample to all whose honor it was 
to be of his wide ac'iuaintance, and 
to tlie bereaved family is extended 
the sympathy of the entire com- 
munity. Born at Mount Carniel, 
III., flfty-flve years ago, he came to 
Louisville with his parents when 
only four years old. He was edu- 
cated in tlie parochial school of St. 
Mary's parish, and also attended 
a private school. He began life 
as a clerk in a drug store, studying 
pharmacy in th9 meantime at the 
Louisville College of Pharmacy. 
Reaching this stage of medical sci- 
ence, he aspired to the fullness of 
(he profession, and twenty-three 
years ago was graduated from the 
University of Louisville Medical 
School, a Doctor of Medicine. Later 
he was called to teach materia 
iiKdiia and held other chairs in the 
school also Dr. Oanz enjoyed a 
wide reputation as a family physi- 
cian, little aspiring to surgery. In 
spito of a large and lucrative prac- 
tice he found time to give his serv* 
Ires without question to the sick 
and suffering poor all over the 
city, and ncTsr draw the line of 
race, color or creed. His charity 
work had made him one of Louis- 
ville's best belOTcd physicians. I>r. 
Gans found time, too, for a deep 
and leading Intersst la Catholic 
social and charltahla •ntairrlses. 
He was particularly devoted to the 
work of the ' Federation of Catholic 
Societies. For the past eight years 
he had been a Vice President of 
the American Federation of Cath- 
olic Societies and for the past four 
years President of the Jefferson 
Coiinty Federation. For six con- 
secutive years he had represented 
the local socipties at the national 
i;atlierinK8 of tlie Federation. On 
account of its work for the poor 
Dr. (lanz was greatly dovnted in 
the SI. Vincent de Paul .Society, 
but the charitable enterprise most 
dear to him was ths St liSwrence 
Home for Working Boys, of which 
he was a IMrsctor. He also was a 
member of the Knights of Colum- 
bus, the Catholic Knights and 
Ladles (\t America, the Knights and 
Ladies of Honor and the Macca- 
bees. He was on the staff of Sts. 
Mary and Elizabeth Hospital. Dr. 
Oanz Is survived by his widow, 
who was Miss Mary Wllhelmlna 
Schmidt before her marrlajre to him 
twenty years ;itro. and the follow- 
ing children: Gilbert. Ttavm qnj ^, Ij^^' 
Eugene and Miss Mary Wilhelmina \ Co\i 
Ganz; one sister, Miss Mary Rosa 
Oanz, and one brother, Joseph Oanz. 
The funeral was held Tuesday morn- 
ing with requiem high mass at St. 
Mary's church, which was thronged 
with leading citisens of ^ulsvllle.

ThIrty-tWo years have elapsed 
since the third Plenary Council of 
Baltimore. The Archbishops and 

the nishops of the country, then 
as.s<>rntdi'd in joint pastoral, com- 
mented on the remarkable growth 
r>r the churcli during the eighteen 
'>u:&-_&ia('& the aefiooiL' Plonaxy. 
ncll. They (Iwelt with special 
emphasis on the srowth of religion 
and civilization in the Western 
States. In relating the full story 
of the church during the past 
thirty-two years many books might 
be written, for each dioceee and 
almost every parish has a story to 
tell of sacrifice and strug^e. 

The roll of honor of the Third 
I'lflinary Council contained the 
names of twelve Archbishops and 
seventy-one Bishops present, either 
personally or by proxy. Only flvo 
of those names are on the roll to- 
day: Cardinal Gibbons, who pre- 
sided as Apostolic Delegate; Arch- 
bishops Ireland and Keane, liishops 
Chatard an<l Gallagher, Bishop 
Hicliter. dylnn only this week. To 
these may be added the Abbots of 
CJonception and .St. Benedict. Soven- 
ty-seven .\rchbisliops and Bishops 
and four Abbots then present have 
since been called to their reward. 
In IS 84 there were twelve archle- 
piscopal sees, to which have since 
been added those of St. Paul and 
Dubuque. Kplsoopal sees, together 
wl^ Vicariates Apostolic, numbered 
flfty-aine — In all seventy-one sees. 
At ^at time America was repre- 
sented in the College of Cardinals 
by one member. Cardinal McClos- 
l^ey. Today the American oburch 
has three Cardinals; 111 dioceses, 
of which fourteen are archdioceses; 
120 Archbishops and Bishop« and 
two m.-ihops of the Kuthenian- 
(Ireek rite. The Apotitollc delegation 
was established in 18!t3 with Car- 
dinal .Satolli as first Apostolic Dele- 
t;ate. Four years later. In 1897, 
he was succeeded by the present 
Cardinal MartineUl, who on being 
raised to the Cardinalaite was suc- 
ceeded by Archbishop^ Falconio In 
1002. The present Delegate, Arch- 
bishop Bonzaao. the touith in office, 
was appointed In 1912. 

In 1884 there were 7,7fi3 
cliiircbes in the United States. The 
Catholic Directory for this year 
pivoB the number of churches at 
the beginning of 1 !»! G as 14,!tt)l. 
I! may be .siifely .said that ul the 
present day the number of churches 
la doi»ble that of thirty-two years 
ago. But the growth in the num- 
ber of the clergy is even mors re- 
markable. Balancing the looses 
through death to the ranks of the 
clergy with the ordinattoBS during 
the current year, the total number 
today is well over 1 !),000, . secafar 
and regular. 'In 1884 the Xotal 
number of both was 6,835. 

Bishop McQuaid, in a sermon at 
the Third Plenar> Council of Balti- 
more, estlnialed the Cajtholic popu- 
lation of the United States at 
6,500,000. The Catholic Directory 
tor this year gives the Cathotie 
population as 16.664,409, which ac- 
cording to many iMl varsed In 
uathoUc affairs is much too tow, 
for the Catholic population ap- 
proaches very nearly twsnty mHlion 
souls. EHher estimate places our 
strength at approximaitely one-flfth 
of the entire population of the 
country. If one extreme is too 
high, the other is too low; so as- 
suming the middle term to be cor- 
rect, the Catholic population of the 
United States would be about 
18,000,000, or half the entire 
Christian peviple of all denomina- 
tions of tnc country. It is not a 



difficult matter to account for this 
splendid growth, for the same 
causes an'l t>' ixciplee of increase

in America, 

In 1884 tlieie were in tliis coun- 
try 2,532 Catholic schools, in which 
were taught 481,834 children. To- 
day there are fi,397 parochial 
schools taking care of the ele- 
mentary education of 1,456,206 
children. Thirty years ago there 
were 70> seminaries, ipsUagss and 
academies for the eMcatlon of 
the youth of both sea^ik The mill- 
ion and a half pupils Mifdar Oath- 
ollc care and training do not Include 
those who are engaged In the study 
of the' higher branches. There are 
over 1,500 other educational Insti- 
tution.s consisting' of seminaries, 
college.-^, academies, universities and 
technical scliools. In our ac.idemies 
and colleges tliere ar<' over 120,000 
students; in the professionai and 
university schools about 9,000; in 
Catholic orphanages about 30,000; 
in seminaries 6,200; j la all Other 
schools about 27,00f; glvtng a 
grand total of 1,648,400 ycmt peo- 
ple in Oatholie educational Institu- 
tions In the United (States. Father 
Wynne, 8. J., who ISNanthorlty for 
these figures, estlmat^ the physical 
value of those InlrtituitlonB at

"The Countes.s Marklewlcz is 
working in the kitchen of the 
Allesbury Prison, John McNeill, who 
was the head of the Irish Volun- 
teers, and who actually told all his 
men to stay QUlet, not even to 
mobUilse, Is in Dartmoor Prison, 
making sacks. And the two Plunk- 
etts are making mall bags. Eng- 
land is treating her political pris- 
oners as though they were con- 
victed felons, ordinary criminals. 
She has broken .ill he; own laws, 
and Internalional law. Today in 
Ireland there is greater bitterness 
of feeling than at the tinie my !ius- 
band was murdered. We are all ex- 
pecting that there will be conscrip- 
tion. The Irish party in Parlia- 
ment may accept it « peaceably, to 
save Kb face. Redmond will give 
his own reasons for aoceptlng con- 
scription. But the English must 
know that they will have to have a 
large force of men in Ireland to 
make conscription possible — that it 
will not be' a success. 

"And yet they will do it." 
"Wby?" 

"Because i! will Kive them the 
chance, under the cloak of military 
necessity, for a ^enenil massacre. 
They want to wipe out the Irish 
people. This In one way to do it. 
Another way Is by famine. And 
we are face to face this winter with 
the possibility of a famine Nke that 
of 1847 — a famine in the midst of 
plenty. The potato crop was 
Analler than usual The English 
buyers have come over and Inflated 
the prices, and taken every potato 
they can get. And I myself have 
seen .shipload after shipload of 
cattle — the wealth of Ireland, and 
lis food — being taken out of tho 
country to England. 

"Conscription will unite Ireland. 
For even Carson's followers are 
against it. It wiU bring the crisis. 
Mow that Lloyd^Oeorgs is in that 
erisis Is near. Peihapa it wtU 
come in with the New Tear. Lloyd 
George Is now rscognlsed to be 
much the same sort of man as As 
quKh. There Is Indeed not much 
difference between them, except that 
Lloyd-George is strong and Asquith 
is weak. But they are both ad- 
venturers. Personal prestige and 
ambition mean more to them than 
the welfare of the empire. .And 
neither of them has cared what l>e- 
eame of Ireland.

The report that ascret negotia- 
tions looking to a ssttlsment of the 
Irish question are being carried on 
does not promlae mo<lh tor Ireland. 
There is no doubt that the Irish 
situation Is the sorest spot in Great 
Britain's politics at present. Her 
ruthless treatment of all sympa- 
thizers with the Dublin uprising, 
the execution of Case'ment and the 
leaders in that revolt and tlie eight 
months' enforcement of martial law 
throughout tlie country have driven 
Irishmen Into a mood of sullen de- 
fiance. No support can lie ex- 
pected from Ireland unless some- 
thing is done to atone for the 
blundering severHy with, which Eng- 
llsb officialdom met the' vprlsing of 
Baster week. 

•. The nemv Premier, Lloyd-George, 
has long been known as an ardent 
friend of home rule, .\squlth never 
intended to fulfill his promises to 
Redmond it ho could find some way 
to eacape. He needed the support 
ot the Irish Nationalists in Parlia- 
ment, iiut only insofar as they 
iauUiLjauUiflaUljm to so did be ever 
carry out his pledges to them. 
When the real test came he shame- 
lessly betrayed them. Now Asquith 
himself has been sacrificed by the 
friends for whom he broke bis 
promises to Ireland. Lloyd-George 
also needs the support of the Na- 
tionalists. At present they stand 
In opposition to the Cabinet. To 
win their support Is the purpose of 
the secret negotiations. We have 
little faith. In the result of such 
negotiations. While we believe 
that Ivloyd-Cieorge is more de- 
pendable than .\s(|iiilli. he is sur- 
roiindeil by men who are the bit- 
terest enemies ot home rule. He 
would probably giant all that Irish- 
men ask if ills hands were free. 
He realises the Injustice that has 
been done Ireland and he would 
undo it It he were ^e. But he 
alone can do little. The compro- 
mise measure that will come forth 
from these negotiations will 
probably be no more satisfactory 
than the separation bill proposed 
and then withdrawn by Asquith. 
Irrtand's cause sttH waits.

With bis new hobby of prohibi- 
tion old William Jennings Bryan 
«ras here Thursday evening and 
lectured on the evils of liquor, but 

his coming or presence did not 
.iwaken the old enthusiasm we used 
to see when the silver-tongued or- 
ator came tlirougli here with his 
sixteen-lo-one and antl-imperiallsm 
speeches. Then he was met by 
throng after throng at the depot 
and hotel, who hung on his every 
word and cheered him madly. It 
Is again the same old story. As 
Uncoln said: "You can fool all the 
people some of the time, some of 
the people all of the time, but you 
can't fool all of the people all of the 
time." This is Bryan's case in a 
nutshell. He fooled a great many 
jf the iieople for awhile, and the 
class that he fooled tho most and 
probably for the longest time are 
now his bitterest critics. Talk to 
»ny of the Democrats who are roast- 
ing Bryan nowadays and In nineteen 
cases out of twenty the ntajortty 
will tell you that they were sa<dcer 
enough to follow the Boy Orator 
years ago and even vote for him 
for the Presidency. Bryan is smart 
enough to see that his standing in 
the Democratic party is just wliat 
Itooscvelt's is in the iieiuihlican 
pai'ty, and he has hit on prohibi-

Bryan lectured here under the 
auspices ot the Democratic Forward 
Licague, a Kentucky organization, 
which seems to be fostered by the 
Haly-^eokham eUque-, -the speakers 
and others being Identified with 
this element in Kentucky polities.

In France and Russia the German 
proposal has met with bitter oppo- 
sition, and In ,Itaiy representatives 
at the Qoveniment declare that 
there can be no peace that will not 
safeguard the lionor of their coun- 
try. The British Premier insisted 
that peace without reparation would 
be impoeslble. So peace talk is now 
at* a dtooount. 

The formal reply of the Bntenie 
Allies is yet to be made. This may 
leave the way open lor further dis- 
cussion; but if the comments of 
Btaissmen may, be taken at their 
face value the Allies are tar from 
being ready to meet Oermany*s first 
proposal. They look upon it as a 
bait to lead them Into a diplomatic 
trap, and until definite terms are 
laid down they are not likely to 
consider H eeriewiy. German 
diplomats have let it be known that 
de&nlte proposals would be forth- 
coming if their opponents would In- 
dicate their readiness to discuss 
peace; tmt there to now little like- 
Miood that the dtoeusshio wiU bo 
assented to.

The Right Rev. Henry ,T. Rlchter. 
the venerable Bishop of the Grand 
Kaplds diocese, died Tuesday after- 
noon of pneumonia in the hospital 
at Grand Rapids. Bishop Rlchter 
was taken to the hospital early Sun- 
day night and his condition grew 
steadily worse. The last rlt/BS of 
the church were administered late 
Sunday nlfht.

The funeral eervioeB were 
held at St.' Andrew's Cathadml, 
where the Bishop was consecrated 
thirty-three years ago, on Friday 
morning. Arrhblshops and Bish- 
ops of all the Middle Western States 
were in Grand Rapids for the fu- 
neral. Coadjutor Bishop Michael 
J. Gallagher becomes Bishop for the 
Grand Rapids diocese.
